Proper care shall be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities and health 
of animals, 


All bulls guaranteed breeders. A bull shall not be allowed to serve when under 
fourteen months of age or be allowed to run with herd when under twenty months 
of age. In case of failure to be a breeder notice shall be given to seller within 
six months of date of purchase. 


Cows with own calves under four months of age by side are considered proven 
breeders.
